An adjourned Meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J. was held on the above date 
іп the Commissioners’ Conference 
Room, third floor, City Hall, Newark, 
at 10:00 A.M. 


Mayor Villani: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


Present: Commissioner Carlin, FEl- 
lenstein, Keenan, Moran, Mayor Vil- 
lani. 


The City Clerk: Mr. Mayor, for the 
record, I have a communication ad- 
dressed to the Board of Commissioners 
under date of March 20th in which 
the Law Department explains certain 
sums of money that have been placed 
in the capital account. Mr, Astley re- 
ported on this verbally, and it was 
requested that he put it in writing, 
and he has put it in writing. In the 
last sentence of his letter he says, 
“And a question now arises as to 
whether it would be feasible to re- 
imburse the general account of the 
City from the capital account in this 
cause.” He says, “Pending the litiga- 
tion a total of approximately $100,- 
000 was expended by the City out of 
its general account by emergency re- 
solution." This was the so-called fees 
resolution. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I had ask- 
ed the Law Department for an opin- 
ion as to whether it ought to go into 
the capital account. When the Port 
Authority entered into the lease we 
assumed the payment of the debts in 
the Port Newark development which 
amounted to thirteen and a half mil- 
lion dollars, and we stil have that, 
of course. It is a question of whether 
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ıt ought to go back in the capital 
account or whether it ought to go in 
the genera] fund. And that is what 
I wanted an opinion on. I think Mr. 
Darby of the Local Government Board 
should make a decision on it. The Law 
Department cannot resolve it. 


Commissioner Keenan: That $100,- 
000 that the City spent against its 
capital account, why couldn't it be 
reimbursed from the receipts? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Under the 
same theory that the City spent the 
money on bonds. Well, I think there 
ought to be a legal opinion on it. 


Commissioner Keenan: It is like ad- 
vancing $100,000 until we get the re- 
turn. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: We ad- 
vanced it but we did not get it back. 


Commissioner Keenan: But here is 
an opportunity to get it back. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Well, the 
Law Department could determine it. 
I asked for a legal opinion. 


Commissioner Keenan: Is that sup- 
posed to be it? 


The City Clerk: No, this is not the 
legal opinion, This returns the ques- 
tion here. Well, supposing we take 
it up with Mr. Handler. Suppose I 
be asked to take it up with him to 
see if we can't get an opinion for the 
next meeting. Is that all right? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: All right.

Mayor Villani announced that the 
commissioners would discuss the an- 
nual City budget. 


Commissioner Ellenstein, as fiscal 
officer of the City, said the budget 
spoke for itself and recommended that 
not more than $3,000,000 be appropri- 
ated out of the surplus. He asserted 
that to appropriate any more than 
that amount would be deficit spend- 
ing. After much discussion of this 
item Commissioners Keenan and Mor- 
an and Villani voted to increase the 
item to $4,000,000. Commissioners El- 
lenstein and Carlin opposed the in- 
crease, 


The Commissioners then went over 
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most of the  anticipatior revenue 
items. Many of them were increased 
with Commissioners Carlin and El- 
lenstein voting no. Based on the fig- 
ures submitted in the budget by Com- 
missioner Ellenstein, а tax rate of 
$8.05 per $100 valuation would fol- 
low its adoption. With the increased 
voted in the amount taken from sur- 
plus, $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 and the 
readjustment of other items, the final 
rate was fixed at $7.87 per $100 valua- 
tion 


In the hours long discussion of the 
budget there were many sharp clashes 
between the Commissioners. Mayor 
Villani charged that with proper as- 
sessment of properties in Newark 
there could be an increase of at least 
$200,000,000 in ratables, which would 
automatically reduce the tax rate. 
Commissioner Ellenstein declared that 
assessment values were fair and just, 
and those that complained of the loss 
in ratables between 1949 and the cur- 
rent year failed to take into con- 
sideration the loss of $70,000,000 in 
ratables suffered by the City with 
the adoption of new laws by the State 
Jegislature. He declared that ratables 
in both real estate and personal prop- 
erty went up in 1952 over those of 
1949. 


Harry Wolkstein representing the 
taxation eommittee of the Broad St. 
and Merchants Association of Newark 
commended the Commissicn for in- 
viting his committee and representa- 
lives of other organizations to the 
preliminary budget discussions. А- 
mong the many recommendations of 
his eommittee was one asking for the 
appointment of a budget director, an- 
other that all city employees be put 
on а 85 hour week, and that action 
be taken to eliminate many supervi- 
sory titles carrying excessive salaries

A public hearing on the 1953 an- 
nual budget was held by the Board 
of City Commissioners in the City 
Hall on the above date at 10:30 A.M. 
All five Commissioners were present 
and Mayor Villani explained the pur- 
pose of the meeting. 


8515 - 8516 - 8517 - 8618 — 

The City Clerk read messages from 
representatives of various Parent 
Teachers groups protesting against a 
cut in the School budget. The reading 
of these were followed by the appear- 
ance of Joel R. Jacobson, executive 
secretary of the Essex-West Hudson 
C.LO. Council, which Council Mr. 
Jacobson said represented at least 
35,000 members who reside within the 
boundaries of Newark, Copies of the 
statement made by Mr. Jacobson were 
distributed to the Commissioners. In 
this statement Mr. Jacobson asserted 
that Newark in the matter of expendi- 
tures for practically every service 
rendered was among the first five of 
cities of the nation regardless of size. 


The statement presented an an- 
alysis of the police, fire, sanitation 
and other departments of the larger 
cities of the country. It charged that 
according to statistics Newark was 
never lower than fifth in these vari- 
ous expenditures. The statement was 
made part of the record of the meet- 
ing. 


Then followed a group of women 
who represented various school or- 
ganizations principally Parent Teach- 
er Associations. They included Mrs.

Alexander Lewis, Mrs Harry Lavigne, 
Mrs. Aaron Hirschorn, Mrs, Estelle 
W. Hodes, Mrs. Estelle Hunt, Mrs. 
Arthur Bernstein. They all protested 
that the cut of $400,000 made by the 
Commissioners in the school budget 
would prevent the Board of Education 
from going ahead with many of its 
plans, and in some instances would cur- 
tail the school activities. To these com- 
plaints the Commissioners pointed out 
that the Board of Education asked 
for $1,700,000 more than it received 
last year, and that this increase was 
cut by $400,000. Mrs. Herman Sobol 
and Mrs. Chester Hooper also were 
heard on the education budget cut.

Commissioner Ellenstein: In accordance with the functions of the Director 
xf Revenue and Finance it is my duty to introduce the resolution on the 
budget, but I am voting no for reasons that much could be done to reduce 
this budget. This budget in its present situation will bring to the city a 
$7.78 tax rate, which is a fictitious rate, and the budget has been juggled, 
and clumsily at that. 


This is only putting off the evil day in the next year when it will be 
necessary to рий money in for the relief, for the city’s proportion of 
relief. There is no item in the budget for that, and that amounts to $840,000. 
That in itself is eleven points in the tax rate. 


This budget that has been presented is a budget that is designed for an 
election year, and it is not a true budget, The barrel has been scraped as to 
anticipated revenues, which puts the city in a very dangerous condition be- 
cause in the last two years alone there have been deficits in anticipated 
revenues with an average of about $130,000 each year. 


I wonder where the tax rate is going to go when we are hoping the 
Korean situation is over and there will not be any defense program, and 
when you get a lull, not a depression, but a Іші, and if we collect 2% less in 
tax collections, current, why, the entire $9,000,000 will go. Now, $4,300,000 
balance is 72 points in the tax rate and that will hit the taxpayers all 
at one time. 


This tax rate truly if a proper budget were made then this tax rate is 
over $8.00 this year. And for those reasons I vote against the budget because 
it is a falacious budget and does not present a true picture.

An adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark was held on the above date in 
the Commissioners! Conference Room 
at 10:00 A.M. Mayor Villani called the 
meeting to order with Commissioners 
Moran, Carlin and Keenan present. 


The City Clerk then presented a 
series of ordinances.

Commissioner 
Moran moved a postponement of one 
week on the ordinances which motion 
was approved. 


8618-8619 — Corrects date in Resolu- 
tion No. 8571 approving redevelop- 
ment of First Ward, passed April 29, 
1953 and Resolution No. 8572 dealing 
with the same subject. Approved un- 
animously. 


The City Clerk then informed the 
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Commission that the next business be- 
fore it were the contracts for the new 
City Hospital He read a telegram 
from Daniel J. Cronin, Inc, offer- 
ing to undertake the general con- 
struction contract for $4,230,000. 


Speaking on this offer Commission- 
er Moran opposed entertaining it for 
a moment declaring that it violated 
the practice of public bidding, point- 
ing out that hindsight was always bet- 
ter than foresight. He pleaded for 
the adoption of the resolutions ap- 
proving the contracts received by the 
Hospital Committee and now before 
the Commission. He said he himself 
had been approached and “offered a 
good sum of money to interfere and 
make recommendations; offers that 
I have rejected.” 


Commissioner Carlin who asked for 
further delay on the resolutions de- 
сізгей that he had been informed that 
the steel contract was over the line 
from $150,000 to $200,000. Referring 
to Commissioner Moran's statement 
that he had been offered a good sum 


of money to interfere with the con- 
tracts, Commissioner Carlin declared 
it was the Commissioner’s duty to call 
the matter to the attention of the 
Prosecutor. In further explanation of 
his remarks Commissioner Moran 
stated “I said I was offered a tidy 
sum in terms of reduction in amount 
of money.” In а lengthy argument 
over awarding the contracts immedi- 
ately, Mayor Villani and Commission- 
er Keenan participated. When the 
motion was put Mayor Villani and 
Commissioner Moran voted to go a- 
head with the awards, Commissioners 
Carlin and Keenan voted “по”, The 
result was that if the Commission

Corporation Counsel Handler warned 
that such action might have a legal 
effect on the bids. Mayor Villani then 
reconsidered his vote on the motion 
to lay the awards over for two weeks, 
and voted for the postponement along 
with Commissioners Carlin and Keen- 
an.

Mayor Carlin: That is right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And the 
specific Commissioner will receive 
credit, whoever made the recom- 
mendation ?

Mayor Carlin: Several questions 
have been asked by the Commission- 
ers on my left, and I think I will 
ask one now. How are the members 
of the Tax Board going to be al- 
located? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I will take 
the recommendations, of course, as 
each director has in the past, but the 
recommendations, of course, will anti- 
cipate getting the perscns with a 
background of qualifieations. And as 
you know during the campaign I was 
maligned, slandered and vilified and 
blamed for certain situations in the 
City of Newark even though the 
Board of Taxation made a statement 
that I never interferred in any of 
their deliberations. But notwithstand- 
ing that I think the most important 
funetion of the City is that of levying 
taxes, and I believe every Commis- 
sioner should make every effort to 
get well qualified people on the Board 
of Taxation. And I will accept the 
recommendation of every member of 
the Commission. 


Mayor Carlin: Of course I feel that 
with all the recommendations you will 
get good men. 
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Commissioner Ellenstein: I know, 
but you are not blamed for anything 
that occurred on the Zoning Board. 
And the function of the Zoning Board 
or any other agency isn't anywhere 
as near as important as that of the 
Tax Board which levies the assess- 
ments throughout the City. 


Mayor Carlin: 1 think you were 
satisfied with the five men you had 
in the previous administration. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: Yes, I 
was satisfied, and if you want to ap- 
point the five members I have no 
objection to that at all, but I think 
each one of them should be screened. 
And it could be done by conciliation 
and not by any newspaper statements 
or anything like that. 


I think you and I had a confidential 
talk when the last Commission was 
organized and I think you saw my 
way about it, and I certainly did not 
usurp your opportunity and your pri- 
vilege to select a man, and I think 
you will admit it worked out all right. 


Mayor Carlin: As long as we have 
that understanding that each member 
of the Commission will recommend a 
nominee. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Yes, a 
nominee for the Tax Board, and of 
course I want to have an opportunity 
of speaking to each one of the Com- 
missioners. 


Commissioner Bontempo: That is 
all right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: What was 
a fair distribution four years ago 
should be a fair distribution today. 


Mayor Carlin’ The thought behind 
the fairness and allocation of those 
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departments was based оп the fact 
that there are only four judges and 
there are five Commissioners. There 
is only one secretary of the Insurance 
Fund Commission, Now, if you choose 
to select the appointment of a judge 
instead of a secretary of the Insurance 
Fund Commission that is all right. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: No, you 
don’t seem to get the point. The point 
is that that was the arrangement 
and it was allocated and these allo- 
cations occur with the outgoing Com- 
mission. At that time every one of the 
Commissioners decided that it was 
equitable and fairly distributed. Now, 
what was equitable and fair four 
years ago should be equitable and fair 
today. You did not enter into the 
negotiations, but it was I who in- 
sisted, not only urged but insisted 
that each one of the minority, and 
there were three of the Commission- 
ers that ran as a team that were 
in the majority, that each one of the 
Commissioners who were in the mi- 
nority would receive a judgeship ap- 
pointment, which is the first time in 
the history of the City, because it 
was by aim and purpose to have each 
one of the Commissioners to be tho- 
roughly satisfied with the allocations. 


And if you will remember when I 
was elected in 1945 I was placed in 
Public Works and there were ten or 
twelve divisions stripped from it, and 
that was corrected and it was ar- 
ranged that these appointments be 
made with a judgeship going to each 
one of the four Commissioners and 
the man who appointed the corpora- 
tion counsel was to receive that ap- 
pointment. And this allocation devi- 
ates from that. And this is the first 
time that it deviates. 


Mayor Carlin: Of course we are 
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letting you know now that if you are 
getting the secretary of the Insur- 
ance Fund Commission you will not 
receive an appointment. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: This is a 
poor time to let me know, 


Mayor Carlin: Well, better late than 
never, 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Of course 
if you want to take my department 
and strip it, you can take it and 
leave me a chair and a desk. 


Commissioner Keenan: Next order 
of business. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And I 
want to add this, that with all the 
malicious propoganda that was false- 
ly aimed at me, not one of you wanted 
to take the Department of Revenue 
and Finance. 


Mayor Carlin: We are appointing 
Harry Dudkin as secretary of the In- 
surance Fund Commission. 


The City Clerk: Let’s have a roll 
call on that appointment. 


The Assistant City Clerk calls the 
roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Bontempo, El- 
lenstein, Franklin, Keenan, Mayor 
Carlin. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: There 
must be a lot of confidence that this 
form of government is going to go 
through for two years. As I under- 
stand it, we have a charter commis- 
sion, Now, I make this observation, 
that this stripping of any department 
and allocation of people in different 
departments where you do a dis-service 
to all the taxpayers — obviously 
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where a man had long experience he 
should have that appointment, Now, 
if you would do that in any guise, it 
shows the frailties of this Commis- 
sion form of government again and 
it shows it up very pointedly. 


Mayor Carlin: Of course I heartily 
agree with you, Director Ellenstein, 
but I would like to say this, that 
never in the history of the City of 
Newark has the patronage been dis- 
tributed as it is being done here to- 
day. And I would also like to point 
out to you and to the people that feel 
like booing and so on, that I took 
the lead insofar as pointing out to the 
people of the City of Newark the 
weaknesses in this form of govern- 
ment, and I intend to carry on what- 
ever pledges I made during my cam- 
paign. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: But point- 
ing it out is one thing and stripping 
a department is another thing. 

Mayor Carlin: Nobody has been 
stripped. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Of course 


somebody has been stripped. Director 


Franklin magnanimously says he ob- 
jects to these things, he says it is 
not right, but yet he votes for it. 
Well, I am not so constituted. I am 
a different kind of an individual than 
Director Franklin, А thing is right or 
wrong, and when it is wrong I don't 
hestitate in saying that it is wrong.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark,
